She then goes 
over this information sheet and com­ 
pares her kitchen with a high stan­ 
dard. well equipped and step-savfng 
kitchen.

I am inclined to agree with the 
former when I compare the achieve­ 
ments of the two types of women 
which have come under my observa­ 
tion.
